Sir Reginald Hart, who won his in 
the Zulu Campaign of the same 
year, and is now 81, will be present. 
The youngest will be Private 
Ricketts from Newfoundland, who 
by giving the wrong age managed 
to enter the army at the age of 
fifteen, and won the V.C, when he 
was 17.

On arrival, Mrs, Creasy was met

When 
Mrs. Creasy approached, the little 
girl courtesied prettily and offered 
the scissors. © Taking this from the 
tray, Mrs., Creasy severed the rib 
bon in the centre and the entire 
gathering then entered the hall.

MESSAGE FORTHE .FUTURE 

Will Armistlcé’ Day ‘Continue to 
be kept? The quostion has already 
been asked. A generation ts rising 
that did not know the trial of those 
years. ‘A young man or woman of 
eighteen to-day was seven on St. 
Martin’s Day, 1918 What fa the 
impression they will gain from ‘us? 
Will they be caught up into the 
spirit in which we celebrate the 
day, or will it become to them a 
memory amongst others of the 
generation before them? One of 
our great novelists contrasts the 
Brffain of. to-day with the Britain 
of a generation anda Ralf ago. 
“The Britain of the elghties (he 
says) had no future,,- for Britain 
then expected its preseh 
That ig to say, it glaimed ‘to know’ 
exactly where it stood, and stated 
that there i: meant to stand. 

Rut of to-day he says, “Every one 
having been in an earthquake that 
lasted four year, has lost the habit 
of standing still Will con- 
tontment yet be caught? .... Will. 
things ever settle down — who 
knows? But that is the last thing 
that any of us wants, to settle down 
again. This generation would far 
rather be set at work that seems 
ever exelusively new. at pro- 
blems that appear wheels within 
wheels, and at experiences that call 
for new sides of human-endeavour. 

What will they make of Armis- 
tice Day? "I will offer to thee 
the sacrifice of . Thanksgiving.” 
As they see.our thankfulness ‘cnr- 
ried out in a real and perhaps 
for many of us a renewed appre- 
cintion of public worship, and cs- 
pecially in the service which, is 
the ever fresh renewal of thanks- 
giving for the sacrifice of the 
death of Jesus, Christ our.Divine 
Lord, ‘will know that worship for 
us is not a thing of moods and 
fancies, but that we have learn- 
ed the lesson of sacrifice, that out, 
of our time we have deliberately 
carved time for the worship of 
the Most Highest, that. worship: I+ 
not a purposeless routine, a con- 
cession to sentiment, but a real 
enthusiasm for the honour of the 
living God.

A Captain Indeed

Great Move

tures of the . ord Mayor’s banquet 
at the Guildhall.

Ramsay MacDonald, who given a 
great ovation, reviewed the Gov- 
ornment’s efforts to effect an in- 
ternational understanding. He pald 
tribute to Dr. Stresemann and M. 
Briand and also to the League of 
Nations, whose “frown would soon 
be more dreaded than a‘ nation’s 
arms.” 

He said that he wanted to get 
Russia to help to bring Europe into 
a unity of peace and declared that 
India was perhaps the most im- 
portant Isaue before the Empire. 


The purpose of the Viceroy’s recent | 


announcement was in no wise to 
alter the existing policy but to re- 
vive a spirit of mutual understand- 
ing. - 
Mr. MacDonald explained that he 
visited President Hoover because he 
believed in pensonal contact. The 
result would be a Naval Conference 
in London, at which he ventured to 
say the question of freedom of the 
seas would not be raised. He hoped 
most sincerely that a Dominions 
Economic Conference could be held, 
as Mr. Mackenzie King wished, fn 
Ottawa.—Reuter.
